Approximately $200,000 Will Be Distributed During 
the Twenty -One Days oi Racing. 

Cincinnati. ().. Oetolier 9. — During the twenty- 
one days of racing at Latonia the horsemen who par- 
ticipate in tlie meeting at this Kentucky track, 
Which will bring tin* racing season in the west to a 
close, will race for a total of approximutely 
8200.000, all of which, with the exception of the 
trifling amount growing out of subscriptions and 
starting fees, will In* contributed in tlie form of 
added money liy tlie Latonia Jockey Club. 

The program Ixxik for tiie first ten days of the 
meeting shows that tin- average daily distribution 
during this period will run close to $10.00(1. On 
tlie o|ieiiiiig day. when the Latonia Autumn Inau- 
gural Handicap will lie the stellar feature of the 
program, tlie total distribution will materially 
exceed that figure. The same condition will hold 
true of the third day of the meeting, Saturday, 
Oetolier 19. when tlie Fort Thomas Stakes of $3,000 
added will lie run. and likewise of other days for 
which stakes are scheduled. It. is figured that the 
distribution for tlie second half of tlie meeting, 
the program for which will be issued later on. will 
reach an even higher average, since it will in- 
clude two especially valuable stakes, tlie Queen 
City Handicap for two-year-olds and the I.atouia 
Cup. two miles and a quarter, which imixirtiint 
events will each lie worth nearly $10,000 gross. 

As announced in advance the minimum purse of- 
fered in tlie IsKik is $1,000. There are only a few 
of this value and they are designed for the cheaper 
sort of horses.

The values described are typical of what 
is offered throughout tlie entire meeting, although 
u|H>n occasions overnight purses of as high as $2,000 
ale offered.

ENGLISH SIRES AND THEIR PRICES 

Newmarket Yearling Sale Figures Applied to Stud 
Fees for Stallions. 

It is of the greatest interest to note that a tail- 
male line descendant of Herod in The Tetrarch 
heads tin" list of winning sires in regard to Hie 
average price of their yearlings. It is a great 
feather in the cap of tin* “siiotted wonder” that 
Ids six yearlings sold nl auction this year realised 
the best average of anv sire, the six fetching an 
average price of $14,665. That the stock of The 
Tetrarch should do so well is not at all surprising, 
for liis two-year-olds have done excellently this 
year — liis first crop. When one looks at their aver- 
age for six yearlings it is borne in on one that 
public breeders who patronize The Tetrarch have 
nothing to grumble at. for liis fee in 1917 was 
$1,560. anil this leaves a fine profit on each of his 
yearlings sold at public auction. An even better 
profit was shown by the defunct Orby. The fee 
of that sire for 1916' was $495. and three of his get 
foaled last year realized the average price this 
season as yearlings of $14,130. Even more profitable 
was the outcome as regards Spanish Prince, whose 
covering fee was only $51, atul the only one of liis 
yearlings sold at auction realized $10,400. Another 
good average, if only one of liis yearlings was sold, 
was that of Battle Axe (a July Stakes winnek), 
whose only yearling that was sold at auction rea- 
lized $8.8-10.. Fourth, according to the average, 
stands Swynford. three of whose get realized $7,800. 
Swynford, however, stood at $1,565 in 1916. Simi- 
larly tin* only Sunilridge that changed hands nt 
auction fetched $7,805. which shows a big profit 
even on liis big fee. So does $7,800 for the only 
llapsburg yearling sold, for the sire’s fee was only 
$100. while at $245 Corey ra shows a substantial 
profit, two of the yeariings by him averaging 
$7,110. 

PROGENY OF THE DEAD BAYARD0. 

Next in order comes the dead Bayardo ($1,565). 
four of whose yearlings averaged $6,900 apiece, 
while a similar number of the get of Polynielns 
(also $1,565) attained an average price of $(>.670. 
Then Chaucer ($1,085 in 1916) lias also done well, 
three of liis yearlings having been sold this year 
at ail average price of $6,540, while two of the 
get of Lemberg ($1,565) averaged $6,635. After 
this we come to a cheaper sire in Fariman. two of 
whose get yielded an average of $6,240. while the 
only yearling by Black Jester ($500) fetched 
$5,770. Snnstar stood at at $500 in 1916, anil four 
of liis youngsters averaged $5,885. Yet another 
$1,565 sire (inclusive) in 1916 was The Tetrarch’s 
sire Koi llerode. and even here breeders for sale 
have no reason to complain, for eight yearlings aver- 
aged $5.t!40 per head. This is better than the 
average shown by Prince Palatine, which in 1916 
stood at $2.0X5 per mare, and whose get, or, rather 
six of them, fetched an average price of $4,905. 

A young stallion with a capital average is Lo- 
mond. ten of whose yearlings have averaged $4,775, 
a really good return when one considers that at 
the time lie got them liis fee was no more than 
$180. and he is evidently going to keep the line 
of liis sire. Desmond, going. Other sires whose 
average is due to a number of yearlings are Royal 
Realm, with five sold at an average price of 
$4,113: Tliedennis (sire of Bachelor’s Double), with 
six yearlings averaging $3,697; William the Third, 
with five at an average price of $2,953; Tracery, 
with three at an average of $2,496: Bridge of Earn, 
with eight at an average of $2,305, and Bachelor’s 
Double and Charles O’Malley, with seven yearlings 
apiece averaging respectively $2,236 and $2,007. As 
to the rest, Cicero. Santoi and Spearmint are each 
responsible for five yearlings sold at an average 
of from $2,293 down to $1,840. On the whole it 
would seem that breeders for sale who realize how 
th<“ cat is jumping are likely to make a substantial 
profit by following the fashion. — London Sportsman. 



IRISH ST. LEGER WON BY DIONYSOS 

On Wednesday, September 18, the third and last 
of the series of Irish leading contests for tliree- 
year-ohls — the St. Leger — ended in a victory for 
an English owned anil trained three-year-old. This 
was Lord D’Abcrnnn’s Dionysos, a eolt by Llnn- 
giliby — Donnetta, and therefore half-brother to that 
fine filly Diadem. There was no question either 
of the result ever lieing in doubt, as the New- 
market colt won by the liberal margin of ten 
lengths from another English candidate in East 
Cheshire, which lie lmd beaten previously, though 
not quite so easily, in the Freekenliam Plate won 
by Buckthorn. The way to victory was cleared 
somewhat by the absence of the Clarehaven colt, 
Loudon Pride, which not only missed liis St. Lcger 
engagement, hut a later one in the Turf Club Cup. 

The triumph of Dionysos completed a memorable 
season for Newmarket -trained animals in connec- 
tion with the Irish chief events. The Derby, it 
will be remembered, was won with great ease by 
('apt. Giles Lodcr’s white-legged King John, which 
is a son of Roi llerode, sire of The Tetrarch. The 
Oaks later on was taken liy another of the off- 
spring of Roi llerode. also a chestnut, she. Judea 
— owned by Capt. C. Moore — having two and a half 
lengths to spare of Doria and two others. It is 
rather singular that, while The Tetrarch takes after 
his sin- in the matter of color, these two Irish 
stake winners should Imtli Is* chestnuts. On the 
other hand, all The Tetrarch’s best juvenile winners 
an- grays, and herein lies a pretty problem for the 
students of coloration systems to solve. 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

The Associated Press’ latest summary of the war 
situation on the western front is as follows: Forced 
from Camhrai, one of the strong pillars of the Hin- 
denburg system, the Germans today are being driven 
back toward the French frontier under the heavy 
onslaughts of the Third and Fourth British armies, 
aided by Aineriean troops. Apparently, the Germans 
now have lost the Hindenburg line on the front 
from Camhrai to St. Quentin. Field Marshal Haig 
resumed liis attack again this morning and reports 
that rapid progress is lieing made on a front of 
more than thirty miles from northeast of Camhrai 
to east of St. Quentin. As the German defense sys- 
tem in tin* center falls to tin* Itritisli and Americans, 
tin* French and Americans on the southern wall 
from Itheims to east of the Meuse are smashing their 
way northward, threatening the important junctions 
of the railways running eastward from the broken 
St. Qucntiu-Camhrai line. 

By an adroit diplomatic move President Wilson 
has laid a trap for tin* German governmental heads 
if the peace proposal made by Chancellor Maxi- 
milian was in (he least insincere. This was the 
view of officials at Washington as they studied the 
communication addressed by President Wilson Tues- 
day to (he German chancellor. Confronted by the 
strategy of German diplomacy, tin* President, in 
the view of officials, lias countered with strategy 
just as Marshal Focli lias met the military tactics 
of lliiidenliiirg and Liidcndofff with superior strat- 
egy. And yet in liis communication the President 
lias left open the way to peace. 

From Paris conies the news that the Germans 
during the last few days have been using in their 
air work a now tyoe of inflammable bomb, com- 
bining great effectiveness with light weight. A 
single airnlane, it is said, can carry 200 of these 
bombs. The only wav of fighting the fire caused 
by Tiiis new form of destructive weapon apiiears to 
be the isolation of the blaze, as pouring water on 
it is literally adding fuel to the flames on account 
of the chemicals of which the bomb is composed. 

Nearly 10.000 Germans were taken prisoner Tues- 
day by tin* allies* forces in tlie fighting along 
the various fronts of tin* battlefield, says Marcel 
llutin in the Echo do Paris. The Germans, he adds, 
are hurriedly evacuating the Argonne forest (Ameri- 
can front).' The battle is continuing. 

The indicated wheat crop is 918.920.000 bushels, 
the Department of Agriculture estimated yesterday. 
The total as given in tlie final figure for 1917 was 

650.828.000 bushels. The indicated corn crop is 

2.717.775.000 bushels, compared with 3,159,494,000 
as the final figure for 1917.

’1 he legal battle over tlie election of the ( liieago 
school board was ended in tin* Illinois Supreme 
court at Springfield yesterday when the mandate 
was ordered to issue. ‘ The court at the June term 
held that the new Isiard was not legally elected. 

French and American troons in their attack east 
of tlie Meuse have advanced six kilometers (more 
than three miles and a half) in some places, says 
a dispatch of yesterday from the American head- 
quarters in France. 

The commercial a ii’ih* cron of this eountry*for tin* 
current y.-ar is 24.400.000 barrels, the Department 
of Agriculture lias estimated. I-ast year’s crop 
was 22. 51!i. o(n) barrels.
